essential to health and thrift as a few 
doses of condition powders given 
casionally.

One of the most nnaocountabln 
traits in the makie-up of many_ men is 
the propensity to drug animaU. and 
to be deluded by the boastfiU preten¬ 
sions of ignorant vendors of nostrmM 
warranted to cure all ills, restore shat¬ 
tered constitutions and be a perfect 
substitute for good, wholesome lOM 
and proper, humane treatment. In 
the light of these closing years of tba 
Nineteenth Century every one should 
know that medicine is always an 
evil, a great evil, though it may 
be necessary to obviate a greater ©vll. 
No one will deny that medicine in the 
bauds of one competent to make a cor¬ 
rect diagnosis and skiliflully adminis¬ 
ter the same is a powerful agent lor 
relieving nearly ail the ills to whiclJ 
the hors© is subject. The point 1 am 
trying to make is that medicine, not 
skillfully handled, is highly injurious, 
even dangerous, and, wit^ the excep* 
lion of a few simple remedies. sUouid 
be given only by a skilled veterinar¬ 
ian. Even the simpler remedies 
should be bandied with caution, , 

Wo have all seen mild oases of colic, 
scours, costiveness, etc., relieved by 
some inLelligeut farmer who made n» 
pretension to veterinary skill; but 
urind. the animal was really sick and 
in need of help, and wai^ treated by 
one whose intelligence and experience 
enabled him to determine beyond a 
doubt what the trouble was, who knew 
about as well as any one wbal would 
give relief. *■ 

Almost reprehensible folly is that 
of experimenting with drugs on the 
horse every time he shows some trifl¬ 
ing ailment, The man who svould un¬ 
dertake to treat a member of hia fami¬ 
ly who is sick by trying this ,or that 
drug would be set down as an idiot 
by every inteliigeul person in tii© com¬ 
munity. Yet this is not a very uncom¬ 
mon practice in dealing with the sick 
horse. If the animal dies under this 
treatment, as it does sometimes, the 
owner consoles himself with the re¬ 
flection that he tried everything he 
could hear of unci did bis best to save 
it. If. by some happy circumstances, 
the horse overcomes both the disease 
and the bungling treatment, the own- 
ner pals himself on the back as a na¬ 
tural’ "boss doctor’’ and woulcin’t give 
10 cents to boot bc^tween himself and 
the most skilled veterinary surgeon.

The ventila-^ 
lion should be through ihe roof,; so as 
to prevent any warm air.ac.cuiuuJjMing 
over the ice. As to the cost of such 
buildings it would bo bard to make* an 
estimate. We should say all the way 
from $300 to lOiO or ev<‘n more could 
be well exi>eJiircd on such an outfit. 
This would be a matter which the 
owner would have lo settle for him¬ 
self. But in the handing of milk a 
few of the above suggestions would bo 
considered essential, and no buildin;; 
should be built for such a purpose 
which cannot be kept clean and ans¬ 
wer the few requircmeniH essential in 
good butter making. 

CARE AND FEED FOR HOItSES,

In sucli a condition, it necessarily 
loses hope for the immediate future, 
loses nerve and heart. It has appeal¬ 
ed to the mother country for pecuniary 
aid. 

Now we all know that coun- 
try is giving freely of its money and 
best life-blood for the national honour 
and good, and for the Empire ; while 
at the same tiuie she has to be on the 
alert and strong against unscrupulous 
deadly and powerful national enemies, 
and she shouldn’t be asked to do too 
much at the present time, in the way 
jf pecuniary aid to Natal. 

Natal is fighting the battle of the 
Empire. They declared the object of 
the Boers was to drive the British out 
of South Africa, ‘‘so that the other 
manly nations of Eroupe could divide 
up the othir colonial countries of 
Britain between tliemselves," (which 
they are very eager to do.) 

No one denies that it would have 
been a crippling blow to the Empire to 
lose South Africa, and a fatal termina¬ 
tion to the new prosperity of all tlic 
colonies, Canada included.

A striking speech 
by Ambassador Choate along that line, 
and the presence of the uniformed 
nurses and doctors of tbs American 
hospital ship Maine, were the features 
of the occasion. 

Mr. Choate, in response to a toast 
to his own health, which was receiv¬ 
ed with loud cheers, said there could 
not b<v abetter prelude to what he bad 
tosay than a remark that had been 
made to him: "Let England and Am¬ 
erica clasp hands across the sea, and 
the peace of the world is absolutely 
secure." lie referred sympaibetlcally 
to the losses sustained by the British 
families through the war, and went 
on to say 

"Foriunutely, Englishmen have not 
fur to look for living proofs of this 
human 8ymi>aihy. Neutral as Ameri¬ 
ca must be, her women could not be 
neutral. To neutralize them would be 
to sjioil them. Those American wo¬ 
men in London who have fitted up a 
hospital ship have done a deed that 
will live for all time as a blessiug to 
our common humanity.** 

Aftnr declaring that the action of 
the United Scates in endeavoring 
to look after British interests in ths 
Tninsvaal was merely an endeavor 
to reciprocate kindness exhibited dur¬ 
ing the war with Spain, Mr. Choate 
said 

’Unfortunately, the local authorities 
At Pretoria seemed to think that this 
would not be quite the proi>er thing. 
Vet, I can bat hope that the prohibi¬ 
tion will ultimately be removed so that 
we mnay be permitted to act in this 
errand of mere humanity.**

SEEN BY A TORONTO MAN- 

The London Daily News corres¬ 
pondent at Cai>e Town cables the views 
of Charles Lewis Shaw, the Canadian 
journalist, on the battle of Belmont.

"How the British scaled the steep 
kopjes is a mystery. They fought their 
way up yard by yard. Orders from ibe 
officers were unnecessary. The last 
kopje bad been insufficiently shelled 
when the British reached the foot, so 
they halted until the artillery some¬ 
what cleared the way. There we lost 
most heavily, 40 drojiping close to¬ 
gether Then, in the face ^f terrific 
fire, the kopje was climbed. After five 
minutes taste of the bayonet, the 
Boers fled. The Lancers started in 
pursuit, but the horses were exhaust¬ 
ed. Had there been a couple of cavalry 
regiments with fresh horses, the rout 
of the enemy would have been turned 
into a massacre. 1 was [xri’nclpally 
struck by the deadly earnestness of 
Tommy Atkins.'*

KIMBE RLEY IS SAFE 

The Garrison Is Now in Touch With 
the Relief Column. 


Qen. Hethuen Has Been Reinforced by Three Bat¬ 
talions of Infantry and a Cavalry Corps—Brit¬ 
ish Losses to Date—The Boers are Massed Near 
Colenso—Methuen Again in the Field. „ 


A despatch from London says:— 
Despatches to the War Office show 
that Lord Methuen's last battle was 
a decided British victory, clearing the 
Boers from the river and railway line 
and allowing Lord Methuen to set 
bis engineers at work repairing the 
bridge, which is essential to the ex¬ 
ecution of his designs, as without its 
aid the provisions so urgently needed 
by Kimberley cannot be conveyed there 
nor can the refugees be moved back lo 
Cape Town. 

There is little doubt that Lord Meth— 
uuei can now freely pa&s as many of 
his troops as he requires across the 
river. Were Kimberley in danger of 
being compelled to yield to the Boers, 
Meibune could advance with the bulk 
of bis force and clear the way, to the 
beleaguered garrison, with whom he 
is supposed to be lu beliographic com¬ 
munication. It is therefore certain 
that Kimberley is safe. 

The fact of Methuen being reinforced 
from De Aar by three battalions of in¬ 
fantry and a cavalry corps makes it 
possible that he may, when he reaches 
Kimberley, be able to await the com- 
pleiion of Gen. Gatacre’s concentra¬ 
tion on the frontier and the a’rrival of 
Sir Charles Warren's division, his line 
of communications with the colony b*- 
ing guarded by troops echeloned along 
from the Modder to the Orange river. 
When he crosses the Modder river, it 
is aLmo.st certain that he will find the 
Boers bio<king his advance to Spyt- 
fonteiu, It would be diflicull to im¬ 
agine a po.siliou belter suited for de¬ 
fensive tactics than that in which 
the Boers are. The pirtial roid which 
General Methuen must follow, pasacs 
through a belt of very i r.-kt,n couiiiry. 
Stony kopjes slreiou on e^icii side foi‘ 
four to six ui>ies, an extent ol front 
wnich w’ill iieader difficult any turn¬ 
ing motemenl. If tue Boers, wlio hold 
il,aie fVeniuilly driven out, tlioy wi.l 
have Kinibcrley and its gatijhou <li- 
lectly in their rear and ULiy lose iheii 
guns.

Daly and the two Fronchmeiflljet am© 
separated from the other two. and 
were lost. They wandered away 
without provisions, uud with scant 
clothing and blankets, and a single 
tent. After the storm Lawler and 
Smilhson idiUowed their footsteps in 
the snow. They found messages 
written «n trees telling a sad tale of 
privation and suffering, A few days 
later their camp was found. 

On the grauud, his form wasted lo 
a mere skeleton, was the c«jrpse of one 
of the Frenchmen.

, CHRISTMAS CAKli. 

Almond Cake.—Cream half a cup of 
butter and a cup and a half of sugar; 
ucJd half a cup of m.lk, cups of flour, 
tho white.s of 1 eggs, and a teaapoon- 
ful and a half of bcikaig-ixiwder. Bake 
in the ixics uted for jeily cake. Make 
uii icing with the whites oif 3 eggs and 

lable-sixKiiif'uls of sugar. Blanch 
1 i/oaoiU of almonds, and chop half of 
them ulmosi to a powder. Mix with 
a liiiie of the icing, spread it between 
ihe layers, then oov^er the whole cake 
With the rem under of the icing, ar¬ 
ranging balvu.i almonds on the top and 
Bides. 

Aut Fruit Cake—Cream 2 cups of 
sugar and 1 of butter; add G weil- 
b#Viien eggs, 4 cui>s of flour, 1 of 
cold waier, 1 of hickory-nuts, one- 
half pofund of raisin.s—seeded, finely 
chopped, and dredged with flour—1 
ii>isi<oonfui of soda dissolved in hot 
water, 2 of cream of tartar, and 1 
grale«.< nutmeg. 

ChiKolute Cake—Cream 1 cupful of 
batter ^n-d 4 of sugar, add 3 well- 
beaten eggs, 4 cupe of flour, 1 cup¬ 
ful of sweei milk, 1 teas(;ooQfal of 
soda, 1 of cieam of tartar, two-thirds 
of a cake of chocolaie dus-'^lved in wa¬ 
ter, a cup of boding water. Put this 
in just aa the cake is ready *or the 
oven, stir thoirougbly through tor* 
mixture, and ^ake. 

Angel-Ciike—I'he ingredients needed 
are the whites of 11 eggs, a tuimblc; 
and 'a half of sifted granulated sugar, 
a tumbler of flour three times sifted, 


fruit juice or cold water, .half cup 
each of molasses, brown sugar and el¬ 
der vinegar, two-thirds cup melted 
butter, one beaten egg. half cup roll¬ 
ed cracker crumbs, one cup chc^pped 
and seeded raisins, one tablespoonful 
cinnamon, one teasiioonful each of 
cloves, allspice, nutmeg, salt and black 
pepp«r, citron, if you like It, Stew 
Hie raisins in the water a few min¬ 
utes, add the molasses and sugar, then 
vinegar, etc., and lastly a wineglass- 
ful of grape juice. Use cold. 

Turkey Dressed With Oysters.—For 
a 10-pound turkey take two pints of 
bread-crumbs, half a capful of butter, 
cut into bits, not melted, one teaspoon¬ 
ful of powdered thyme or summer-^v- 
pepper, salt and mix thorough¬ 
ly. Rub the turkey well inside and 
out with salt and pepper, then fill 
with first spoonful of crumbs, then a 
few well drained oysters, using about 
a pint for a turkey. Strain the oys¬ 
ter liquor and use to baste the tur¬ 
key. Cook the giblets in the pan and 
chop fine for the gravy. A fowl of 
this size will require three hours in 
a moderate oven. 

Delmonico Potatoes.—Cut cold boil¬ 
ed potatoes in one-half inch cubes. To 
two cubes allow one and one-half cupe 
sauce made of one and one-half table- 
spoonfuls of butter, the same amount 
of flour, one quarter of a teaspoonCuI 
of salt, one-eighth of a teaspoonfui 
Ipepper and one and one-half cups of 
milk ; arrange alternate layers of po¬ 
tatoes, sauce and grated cheese in a 
buttered baking dish. Cover the top 
with butetred cracker crumbs. Bake 
in a moderate oven twelve or fifteen 
minutes. 

! Simple Custard.—Put eignt crackers 
in a deep dish, pour enough warm 
water or milk over them to just cov¬ 
er them, and when soaked, about ten 
minutes, sprinkle vvith sug.ar, cover 
with cream, garnish with preserved 
peaches, pears, or quinces and serve. 

POINTERS FOR WASH DAY. 

Wash fabrics that are inclined to 
fade should be soaked and rinsed in 
very salt water, to set the color before 
w'a.shing in the suds. 

A very hot iron should never be used 
for flannels or woolens. 

Culieos, ginghams and chintzes 
should he ironed on the wrong side. 

(’lutheslines, are made much more 
durable by boiling for ten minutes be¬ 
fore they are used. 

Table linen should be ironed when 
quite dump and ironed with a very 
hot and very heavy iron. 

Embroideries should be ironed on a 
thin, smooth surface, over thick flan¬ 
nel, and only on the wrong side. 

Linen may be made beautifully white 
by the use of a little refined borax 
in the water instead of using a w'ash- 
ing fluid. 

Silken fabrics, esi>ecially white silk 
handkerchiefs, should not be damr>en- 
ed. but ironed p^ith a moderately warm 
iron when taken from the line. 

Irons eh<juld not be allowed to be¬ 
come red hot, as they will never re¬ 
tain the heat properly afterward.

The Franco,-Prussian 
War cau.s«‘.d the death of 2J^).00U and 
the Uu-sstJ-Turkish War meant death 
to 180,000 men. 

In order to show the fearful carn¬ 
age tliat may be wrtmght in one bat¬ 
tle two instances in recent wars are 
cited. In the Battle of Gravelolte, 
In 1S70, the combined losses of the 
Fr«‘nch and Germans were 44.000 men 
killed, and in the two chiefl^attacks on 
the stronghold of Plevna, so gallantly 
d^'fended by the Turks under Osman 
pMsha, the Russlan.-i and their al i*‘s 
lost 30,000 mL*n, independent of those 
who died from wounds after the bat¬ 
tles.

daily in all seasons, while more than | 
one hundred women and girls are hired \ 
simply to gather the fallen leaves and 
weed garden beds, Lady Louisa being, 
even in her extreme old age, ardently 
interested in her own sex. Those work¬ 
ers, in order to preserve a pictue ef- 
feet, are costumed at Her Ladyship's 
expense in a uniform of green and 
white, made in the most becum ng peas¬ 
ant style. The skirts, of shamrock 
green, are pinned back over skirts of a 
darker hue, and the bonnets are of 
plaited straw of the quaint collage 
pattern, tied under the chin. 

In all of the six lodges at Woodstock, 
the peisons employed have been chosen 
with a direct view toward giving them 
especially appropriate occupations.

~Stcaps for grandma. 

Bveily year, aa long as the dear wo¬ 
man lived, 1 need to knit her two 
nightcaps, one of white cotton for sum¬ 
mer, and of bright worsted for the 
colder months. My mother onoe knit 
her one of threbd, buk that was be¬ 
yond mj childish fingezv. 

The number of stitches is determined 
by the size M the thread. Cast on 
enough to make the strip of work 
four inches wide. Knit one, put the 
thread over, widening one, and leav¬ 
ing an eyelet, and narrow, or knit the 
next two aa one. Continue to end of 
needle, turn and do the same. When 
the 6/trip of open W’ork ’* is fifteen 
inches long, slip and bind off the 
stitches. This is the front, or body, 
of the cap. 

For the crown, knit a strip about 
eight inches wide to a depth of nine 
inches. When an inch from the end, 
narrow at the beginning and end of 
every needle six times, to round off 
the corners before binding off the top 
of the crown. With darning needle and 
similar thread, sew the crown into the 
front, fulling it slighlty at top and 
sides. A uarro^v’ lK)z-pleating of wash¬ 
able ribbon around the face and neck 
is left with ends to tie in bow-knot 
under the chin.

A Drowning Fatality- 

A sad drowning fatality is reported from 
Amherst Island. On Friday morning at 
six o'clock, Mrs MePbee, aged seventy, her 
son and Miss Moreland, aged eighteen, put 
out in a skiff from Salmon point lighthouHe, 
which they keep, and headed for Amherst 
Island.

The man clung to' 
the boat but was unable to help the two 
women. The skiff and the dinger were 
washed ashore. When the steamer Hero 
arrived at the island from Fioton before 
noon Capt. Bloomfield was informed of the 
affair, and when opposite Salmon Island 
lowered a life boat and went over to the 
island. No trace of the missing women 
conld be fonnd and they must have been 
drowned. The owner of a steam yacht was 
in the vicinity just after the capsizing 
occurred and saw two women near the 
shoal, evidently clinging to the bedding. 
The sea was two heavy to permit of the 
stcam|yacht going near Ibe shoal. 

The bodies of Mrs. MePbee and grand¬ 
daughter. Miss Moreland, aged seventeen, 
drowned Friday last crossing from Salmon 
island lighthouse to Amherst Island, were 
found at seven o’clock Sunday morning 
washed up on the south east shore of 
Amherst Island. They were close together 
when the searchers came upon them. The 
father of Miss Moreland is keeper of the 
lighthouse on Salmon Island and was about 
moving back to Amherst Island for the 
winter. He prepared a boat load of staff 
and with it dispatched bis daughter 
and her grandmother, sending Archibald 
MePbee over in charge of it. He saw the 
frail craft swamped after it had proceeded 
a short distance from the island.
